taste with essence of lemon. » Pour into 
u pie-dish and serve with this sauce. 
Beat one egg until sliff with two ounces 
of sugar, then add half a cupful of boil- 
ing water and flavor with lemon juice. 

Dan’s Pudding.—Bulter a_ pie<dish. 
ornament it with staned raisins an 
candied peel or candied fruit. Pour half 
a pint of boiled milk over a teacupful of 
breadcrumbs, let them soak for a quar- 
te- of an hour, add half an ounce of 
white sugar, a piece of butter the size of 
a walnut, two well-bealen eggs, and 
flavor with vanilla or grated lemon rind. 
Beat all well together and pour into a 
basin, tie over with a cloth, and steam 
sicwly for an hour. ‘ 

Viennese Currant © Tartlets. — Line 
twelve small patty-pans with shortcrust 
paste. Trim the edges, and prepare the 
mixture as follows: Beat up the whites 
of two eggs tc a stiff froth; to this add 
two ounces of icing sugar and a few 
drcps of vanilla essence. Lastly, stir in 
carefully four ounces of currants pre- 
vicusly soaked in a little syrup flavored 
with maraschino. With this fill the 
paste-lined tartlet moulds, and bake 
them them ‘in a moderate cven for about 
twenty minutes, then.dredge over with 
fine sugar. ; 

Milk Rolls.—Rub one ounce of butter 
into four ounces of flour with the tips 
of the fingers, add half a teaspoonful of 
beking powder and a pinch of salt. Gra- 
dually stir in sufficient milk to make it 
a stiff dough. Take round slumps and 
place them on a floured flat tin. Bake in 
a quick oven for twenty minutes; place 
on a sieve to cool. This quantity makes 
fcur or five rolls. If preferred the dough 
ruay be rolled into small oval shapes, 
and brushed with milk or beaten egg to 
give a. glazed appearance. 

Almond icing for cakes is, prepared as 
f.llows: Mix one peund of almond meal 
with one pound ‘of caster sugar, the 
whites of three eggs mixed stiff, and a 
little orange-flower water, First pound 
the sugar and almonds together, then 
moisten by degrees with the whipped 
egg and flavor with the orange-flower 
water. While the cake is still hot, take 
n thin layer off the top with a sharp 
knife, dust it over with flour, press the 
paste over the cake, making it into a 
gocd shape, Smooth this with a knife 


and dry slightly in the oven. . 
Apple Frolic.—Ingredients : Four or 


five large cooking apples, a teacupful of 
currants, a teacupful of sugar, one 
tablespoonful of butter, two eggs, one 
tablespconful of arrowroot, two-thirds of 
a pint of milk. Method: Place the milk 
in a small enamelled pan, reserving a 
few spoonfuls with which to moisten the 
-arrowroot. Work this to a smooth 
cream. stir it into the rest of the milk, 
and thicken Gver a slow fire. Set aside 
lfcr a minute or two. Peel the apples, 
and slice them very thin. Place them in 
layers in a buttered pie-dish, sprinkling 
curants and sugar between each layer.

Red tape is the bane of official life in 
al] countries, but Russia can now lay 
cigimy to the prize, if there is one, for 
the worst red tape blunder in all the 
werld, writes a St. Petersburg corres- 
pondent. 

The facts have been told me by a man 
who knows. * It was scarce more than 
fortnight ago. ‘The scene was a 
govermment postoffice on the outskirts 
of this city. The branch offices are quite 
similar to these in this country, except- 
ing that the buildings are much larger 
and used exclusively for government 
business. 

In district office No, 72, or bureau 72, 
as it is cailed here, there are some 30 
err ployees. Much money is handled 
there, as all branches of government 
businéss are conducted in the place. 

lt was a-Wet day and noon was strik- 
ing cn the clocks. ‘Phe clerks were just 
about to start cff in relays for their din- 
nens, Customers had all departed. 
suddenly a score of men walked quietly 
into the place. They were armed to the 
teeth.

THE HORSE’S FEEFT. 


It is'as true to-day as when the say- 
ing first gained currency, ‘No foot, no 
horse,” ‘writes Harold Leeney, M. R. 
Cc. V. S., in the English Livestock Jour- 
nal. If we go back to the days of 
Alexander the Great, and to the ear- 
liest accounts of horsés used for war, 
we find) whole divisions placed hors 
de combat by wear of the feet, broken 
hoofs, “rotted soles,” and other trou- 
bles not clearly defined by ancient writ- 
ers. In his marches through Asia, 
Alexander had to abandon yast num- 
bers of footsore horses, and uninten- 
tionally left “plums” to be picked up 
behind him, although hig hosts com- 
monly cleared everything in a man- 
ner only to be excelled by locusts. 
Some of these derelicts were the means 
wl improving the local breeds, as cas- 
tration was not general, so far as we 
can gather, and the arched neck and 
impressive manner ofthe entire ac- 
ecrded with the views oPmilitary glory, 
until it was found necessary to pur- 
sue different tactics, and avoid the 
risk of discovery by the neighing of 
steeds. 

The importance of good feet need 
hardly be insisted upon. did we not 
frequently meet with horse-owners who 
Luy without giving due conaideration 
to the subject. Onl the most careful 
«! breeders realize that the shape of 
the foot is largely determined during 
the first few days of a foal’s life. Al 
birth, the under surface is like yellow 
cheese, and as impressionable for the 
first few hours. Standing on a ledge 
of stone may give a direction to the 
whole limb and cause its continuance 
ty the compression of\one part of the 
foot—an exeellent reason for care as 
io the surface of the ground or the 
box where matres are foaled down. 
The growth of the foot should be the 
constant care of the breeder, while the 
foal is running with the dam, and not 
relegated to the period when, perforce, 
he must visit the blacksmith. A thnely 
use of the rasp during the first few 
months of the animal's life, a little par- 
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ina moe boon ? 
a condition of the boon? A 
“mind stayed on God.” What is meant 
by Slaying the mind on Gcd?

in the midgt. Now, the word “mind” in 
my text denotes the thought which deals 
With the forward, misty ‘things—the 
things which have not yet taken definite 
shape. It is thought which concerns 
iiself with “What next?” and “next?” 
and “next?” with the successions which 
lie beyond 


THE IMMEDIATE DAY, 


It is this thought of “What next?’ 
which works such dire destruction with 
tl.» peace of men. The things which 
hide “there in the misty morrow—those 
ave the things. which trouble us, and fill 
ihe life with unrest. “Sulficient unto the 
day is the evil thereof.” Yet still the 
timid, wondering heart will ask “What 
next, and next?’ And buck to the anx- 
ious tremblings there comes the soft, 
gentle counsel of my text: “Thou will 
keep him in perfect peace whcse mind’— 
whose thought about “What next ?”—*‘is 
slayed on Thee.” 


The “mind,” then, is the forward-look- 
ing thought, and | am counselled to lei 
\! be stayed on God. Now, all forward- 
locking must rely upon scmething. It 
miust stay itself somewhere, and there 
lean and depend. Every thought which 
enshrines a place and a purpose has 
sume basis of dependefice, implied or 
fully expressed. Here is my life to-day. 
This life will have a next day. Upon what 
am I depending as to what the nature of 
tix next day shall be? Upon what is 
me mind stayed? Upon what am I de- 
pending for my life's successes? Upon 
luck? upcn some happy chance? upon 
some favorable turn of fortune? Luck 
is playing a large and infuentjal part in 
the life concerns of many in our modern 
times. I am not sure that even the pro- 
fessed believers in Christ altogether exile 
this pernicious influence from their 
thought and speech. The very words 
“luck” and “lucky” octupy much toc 
sovereign a place in the speech of 
common life, and from any man’s 
favorite words you may infer the sub- 
Stance and trend of his though.

We mean something casual, some- 
thing happening without’ a desire, 
Events dc not happen as the consequence 
of honesty or dishonesty, of falsehood or 
rectitude.

Purple, but Wine Colored, and the | 
“Great Blue Heron Is Gray—Flowers | 
With Fantastic Designations. 


“The purple finch,”. read the man, 
as he stood before a ‘glass case of 
birds in a science museum. He squint- ; 
ed at the bird and then reniarked : 
scornfully, “But the bird is not pur- 
ple; it is wine color.” In the next case 
he encountered the label “Great Blue 
Heron” at the feet of an extremely 
long legged creature who was not blue | 
at all, but a decided gray. The neigh- 
bor of the blue heron, was the “green 
heron,” a bird almost brown, with the - 
tinjest flecks of green on it. Only by 
a big stretch of the imagination could | 
it be called green. A familiar looking ' 
water. bird bore the name “black 
duck,” although it was brown with its 
wings tipped a tawny shade. In 
the next case there were three birds 
whose names the visitor read with dis- 
approval. One was the “snowflake,” 
a small bird of a decided brownish 
hue.

apt to be’Injured or lost, and occasion- | 


ally a very large specimen is seen With | 
but two or three segments, while one 
of the banded variety procured in 
Pennsylvania for the Bronx zoo was 
less than three feet in length and pos- 
sessed seventeen perfect rattles, the 
absence of the termina! congenital but- 
ton demonstrating that one or more 
pieces had been lost.

Famine Forces Them to Seek Houses, 
‘Wis; They Are Invariably

Thé two convicts who recently escaped 
from Princecwn, Dartmoor, were 
caught, like imost similar fugitives, 
whilst having a meal, says London 
Tit-Bilts. The popular idea—a natural 
onéy inuch encouraged by writers of fic- 
tion—that such prison breakers are cap- 
tured whilst hiding in romantic spots 
deep in the wild moors, is seldom rea- 

. If the men eculd exist in such 
localitics, the chances are they would 
ect away permanently; as it is, famine 
forees them to seek human dwellings, 
where. they are almost invariably se- 
cured whilst saiisfying their hunger. It 
was so with the pair referred to—they 
Were seated al a meat tea, set before 
them by involuniary hosts, a Dartmoor 
farmer and his wife, who, whilst grant- 
ing their petition for food, sent word to 
the warders who were searching for 
them, 

Another prisoner who escaped from 
the same convict station was located 
through much the sume cause. die had 
successfully crossed Darimoor to the 
railway, where he succeeded in secret- 
ing himself in a passing railway truck. 
Exhausted by privation he fell asleep, 
and did not awaken until the wagon was 
uncovered at Penzance. There he might 
have got off with a reprimand, as a mere 
tramp who had risked his life for a free

European Dectors Dwell on the Merits 
of Zoghurt, .a Bulgagian Food. 


The latest producer of long life dis- 
eovered by European physiologists is 
gghurt, a preparation of sour milk. 
['rof, Elias Metchnikow of the Pusteur 
Institute was the first to direct alten- 
tion te it. bul no souner had he dene 
so than Prof, Reinhardt of Vienna an- 
nounced that be had known all about 
‘t for years and that it was in yeneral 
use in country parts of Bulgariu. 

Prof. Metchnikow’s theary is that the 
ferment eenteined in the milk attacks 
certain bacteria Which develop in the 
human system and have peisongus ef- 
fects. He has proved by experiment, 
he says, that the zoghurt has an abso- 
lutely disinfecting influence and that 
by destroying the poisonous germs it 
net only prevents disease but also ar- 
rests the process of aging. 

In a paper published in the- Austrian 
Review Dr. Reinhardt tells how the 
Bulgarians prepare the zoghurt. Cow’s 
o* yoat’s milk is boiled in an open ves- 
se] until] reduced tu about half its ori- 
ginal volume, 

Then it is cooled and when it reach- 
es a temperature of about 115 degrees 
some zoghurt already prepared is stir- 
red into it and is left to ferrnent.. The 
germ. which the decter calls maya fun- 
gus, acts quickly and the zogturt is 
ready for use in we day. 

Dr. Re‘nhardt thinks the health giv- 
ing qualities of the preparation are 
amply proved by the fact that Bulgaria 
in a pogusdation of four millions has 
3.800 zoghurt eaters of 100 years of age 
and upward, while in the whole Ger- 
man Empire with 61,000,000 people 
ashi are only seventyone centenar- 
ans.

The candy men hus ® very ancient 
hustory. The Aztecs were very fond cf 
sWeets, of Which they understoud the 
art of muking very muny kinds and 
Varieties. The soldiers of Curtez tell 
thut on their way from this city “to 
Vera Cruz on that memerable march 
uguinst the City of the Aztecs they 
Were met Glong the way by vendors 
who sold sweets of many Kinds, which 
became very agreeable to the taste 
When once they had get accustomed 
to them. 

The cundy vender takes up his place 
ut the corner gf u street, where he re- 
mains all day from early morning till 
late at night.

Business That Dates Back tu the Times 
of the Aztecs. 


The street candy pedler isi one of 
the things that attraet the attention of 
the tourist on tis first arrival in Mext- 
co, As the climate here is warm enough 
to be out of doors all the veur round, 
the candy vender is to be found at 
his post from one yeurs end te the 
other. including Sundays, Suturduys 
or feast days, says the Mexican Her- 
wld. ;

In order to study the effect 
wf sterilized ‘air. the Bonn Univers'y 
luturatury devised an apparatus in 
Which small animals could be kept for 
a number of days, while the alr they 
breathed und the food they ale were 
supplied, us far as possible, in an ab- 
solutely sterilized condition, * 

“Although it was mot possible -to be 
certain that the food contained No bac- 
teria, it was certain that the air sup- 
plied them had heen quite fread fron 
microbes. for a gelatine plale placed 
is, the current remained without col- 
enies all through the experiment. ‘The 
animals were weighed before and after 
the experiments and their excreta dur- 
ing ithe experiment were analyzed.

“The experiments seem fo show. first, 
that there was a remarkable decreuse

“A third result was still more remark- 
able. Ina large nurnber of experiments 
the animals died. sometimes in a few 
minutes more often after a few hours 
or days. No cause could te assigned 
for this. The possible causes were all 
excluded, and the inexplicable fact Te-

medicine will furnish bacteria to meet 
various disorders, The laboratories of 
they human tbody have yet much to 
bring to light for the paticnt observer.”
